With the view of saving what 
was left of. the revolution, Trotsky, 
after hesitation; went over to Lenine’s 
side in the @iscussian, and a telegram 
was sent. Thé urgency -was.such that 
there was no time to call a. meeting of 
the Central Executive.

About fifteen mén of the United States 
fleet were returning to their ship when 


@. gang of youths carrying Sinn Fein‘ 


flags began to hoot and jeer them, giv- 
ing cheers for the Germans, Turks and 
Bulgars. ’ 

The sailors took no notice of them 
until showers of stones were hurled, a 
few of which found their marks. Then 
they turned and charged their assail- 
ants, who outnumbered them by at least 
four to one, but immediately took to 
their heels. 

The .Americans chased them up some 
back lanes, but the youths were now re- 
inforced by a crowd of older men, who 
threw stones at the sailors and drove 
them back to the main streets. 

At this point the Americans were 
joined by some of their. comrades and, 
charging, they drove the crowd before 
them. and administered a thrashing to 
not a few: of the youths. 

The poliee then arrived on the scene 
and helped save the civilians from 
further injury. . 

They were conveying the sailors back 
to-their ship when-another attack was 
made, and one. of the sailors was 
knocked unconscious by a large stone. 

The-infuriated Americans broke away 
from the police and again scattered the 
mob. 

The police ‘succeeded in getting the 


men ¢o_ their ship,.and a crowd gathered: 


cutside and threw stones at the vessel; 
but the instant the report of a star 
shell was heard the hooligans took to 
their heels, although stones continued 
to fall.on the déck of the vessel. 

Besides the sailor who was knocked 
unconscious, there were several ‘others 
who received ‘minor injuries. 


CHASER, OUT AT SEA 
39 DAYS, MAKES. PORT 


French Crew on American Craft 
Rigs Up Bed Coverings for Sail 
_ and Proceeds by Compass.

WASHINGTON, Feb. .26.—An Ameri- 
can submarine chaser, which ._ became 
séparated from her convoy in a gale at 
sea in January, and. ‘which had. been 
given up for lost, has turned up safely. 
at ‘an.unnamed port, according to in- 
formation received officially by the 
Navy Department ‘today. The. chaser 





was thirty-nine days at sea on, short} 


rations and had to mavigate hy compass. 
“Twas delighted,” said. Secretary 
Daniels, in announcing these facts today, 


“to receive a message today telling of: 


the arrival in port of an American-built 
submarine chaser which became sepa- 
rated from her esecort:in the terrific gale 
of Jan. 15, had not been reported since 
that time, and which, we feared was lost. 
This’ was one of the 110-foot boats which 
we were. turning. over to the French 
Government and was manned by a 
French crew, .which ‘saved the craft by 
a remarkable feat of. navigation. . 

‘* In the storm, which was. one of: the 
worst ‘on record, the: engines were dis- 
abled and the boat left adrift far out-at. 
sea. The crew ‘managed to rig up-a 
sai] made from bed coverings, and were 
able’ to make two or. three knots an 
heur before the wind. There were no 
navigating instruments, except a .com- 
pass, aboard, and the crew had to esti- 
mate_their. positions.

Stamp, he declared, was. intended to 
make: the poor man’ pay for the war; 
letting the rich go free. 

“The campaigns? he declared, “is a 
virtual indirect taxation * ‘on the poorest 
portion of the people: I would be glad 
to join any smoverhent: to: relieve, the 
hardships of, the~ poor, «including the 
families of the men, who -have gone .to 
the front. But I’ Believe that the cost 
of. this. war should be borne by ‘those 
among the rich who are. profiting from 
the war.” 

Alderman Arnon. L. Squiers of Brook~ 
fyn, Republican leader of the board, in- 
terrupted Lee = and charged him with 
disloyalty.. - 

‘*] charge,’’ he declared. ** that these 
Socialists who. oppose the war savings 
stamps are directly,. openly, and de- 
fiantly disloyal. We know where these 
Socialists stand. 
that would betray this ‘country. as they 
have betrayed Russia. The sins of«so- 
cialism in Russia are the blackest in all 
history. They will ‘remain the disgrace 
of the ages. Aldermap Lee needn’t tell 
us that he and his fellow-Socialists will 
not ‘support the war savings stamp plan. 
We know that it is not good socialism to 
help this country. win the war against 
autocracy. .Thereé is not a single man of 
the sever who occupy that’ back row 
who: has not. got a comfortable bank 
roll and all made. since he came to this 
country.

Beyond this no intimation of the 
Administration's attitude that might be 
accepted as’ .authoritative came: from 
those regarded, as spekeqaien for: the 
United States.

, Russia Affects Peace Outlovk. 

What has’ happened in~Russia ts re- 
ferred to in many quarters as likely, to 
affect the’ war situation. It is being 
said that a. recognition by the Allies 
that Russia~is out-of it and must be 
looked upon hereafter as not to be con- 
sidered in the final adjustments by the 
allied Governments with their. enemies 
would. make peace possible. The asser- 
tion has been made that Prime Minister 
Lloyd. George virtually washed his hands 
of Russia and suggested that the dom- 
inant ‘factions there should be left to 
shift. for themselves. 

The. ideaxis also advanced that France 
might be willing to leave Germdny a 
free rein in Russia, as through that 
means. there might be some assurance 
that. after the war. French investménts 
in Russia, which are heavy, would be 


| recognized as valid obligations.. There 


is in addition the constantly recurring 
suggestion that if Germany is left to do 
with Russia what whe pleases she might 
reciprocate by returning Alsace-Lor-’ 
raine to France. 

These ideas ‘do not by any means rep- 
resent sentiment ‘in official circles inf} 
Washington. They are ~ méntioned 
merely as phases of discussion that has 
been going on for some time among 
men who Ate interested in the ques- 
tions inyolyed, but are in no position to 
speak with any ‘authority. :

Germany. Its ultimate. purpose became

The Ameri¢ans moved forward. eagerly 
to the. attack. behind a barrage ‘fire, the 
first time’this has beén done by our 


‘troops. Some of the Americans made |. 
and others chased Prussian 


captures, 
troops through the trenches as far as 
‘750 metets, going béyond the objectives 
sought. 

The raid had been planned carefully 
and rehearsals were held the day be- 
fore. The «barrage fire began at 5:30 
o'clock in’ the morning and continued 
until 6:35, guns of all. ane taking 
Part. 

:The Americans among the 100 in the 
attacking party were surprised at the 
precision with which the French shells 
fell, and went. alittle faster than they 
should have, so that they were within 
thirty yards of the dropping shells when 
they reached the enemy lines. , 

Relief had just been completed in the 
German trenches and officers _ were 
making the rounds. ‘The Germans took 
shelter in a dugqut roofed with - rails 
and sandbags. A French shell madé a 
direct hit, and- the enemy scattered 
about the trench. At the same moment 
the Americans and French jumped in. 

There ‘was some hiand-to-hand fight- 

ing,’ but the entire enemy party at this 
Point was captured. ‘The raiders chased 
the enemy out of other’ shelters and 
along communicating trenches without 
catching any. There. was some <rit- 
icism of the fact that the Americans 
were so enthusiastic that they ween be- 
yond the ‘objectives. 
. The raiders and prisoners started back 
across No Mar’s Land 6n . schedule 
time,. but were caught in a  Ger- 
mén counterbarragg. One enemy shell 
wounded five: Germans and six French- 
men, but no Americans. 

The prisoners were from 16 to 40 years 
old. . All apparently were  tndernour- 
ished, but said that food was plentiful 
in the trenches. The similarity. of their 
stories, - however, aroused suspicion. 
Most of the prisonérs formerly worked 
in factories or on farms. 

The artillery "duel in. the American 
sector northwest of Toul. grows more 


intense daily. The Germans fired a 
hundred er more ‘shelis during the last 
,twenty-four. hours,. and late (ais even- 
ing began to bombard violently somie 
of our batteries With gas and high ex- 
plosive sheils. 

Tne American artillety. has replied 
constantly, doing most effective work 
against the enemy front-line trenches, 
his batter ery: Be positions, and wire entangle- 
menis. ‘urherous enemy .working par- 
ties also were shelled, pstong observa- 
tion by balloons’ there’ -has been ‘no 
serial activity owing to the-low clouds 
and rain: 

Ameriean machine ¢ guns last night and 
‘this morning. fired .man thousand 
rounds in the rear of the German posi- 
tions where marked movements of men 
and matérial are in progress. The enemy 
tried unsuccessfully to hinder the Amer- 
ican patrol: work by hurling new and 
powerful flares into the American wire 
entanglements. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—An official 
French dispatch received here ‘today 
said that the. recent’ Franco-American 
raid .in the Chemin des Dames ,region 
took place at Chevregny, and that the 
two American officers and twenty-four 
soldiers Who wére chosen after the en-

UPHOLDS WILSON’S POWER. 


Danger, Alone in Not Limiting Its 
x | Perlod, Says Watson. 


BRIDGEPORT, -Conn., Feb. 26.—De- 
claring there was no cause for alarm in 
conferring vast powers upon President 
Wilson for war purposes, Senator James 
/E. Watson, Republiean, of Indiana, in 
an address before the: Manufacturers’ 
Association here tonight, said the only 
danger would be in failing to limit this 
power to the period of the war. 

‘* Many are alarmed lest we. adrift into 
autocracy,’’ said the Senator, ‘‘ but very 
much depends upon the President’s in- 
tention in asking the power and the 
length of time for which it is bestowed 
If we confine the term and operation 
this authority to the period of the war 
there is no just cause for alarm. But 
if we confer it for periods long after the 
war then is there grave cause for appre- 
hension. 

‘*This bestowal of. power upon. the 
President in wartime and for war: pur- 
poses is not only not dangerous, 
may be,-and much of it is, necessary. 
But to bestow this authority upon him 
now and expressly provide that it shall 
continue long after the war is over is 
precisély the same as if: he had sought 
this great authority long before the war 
began.’

The only 
one of those caught below decks ‘who 
was saved was John Kiely of this city, 
who took refuge in the upper berth of 
his stateroom. 

The Florizel will be a total loss. The 
agents of the Red Cross Line here re- 
ceived word yesterday that the aft part 
of the vessel, not supported by the rocky 
ledge holding the bow, had dropped off 
into deep water, the vessel having broken 
in half.

“CONCURRENT POWER.” 

A point of much. importance was 
that raised by AusTEN G. Fox in his 
brief on the prohibition amendment 
yesterday before the joint Judiciary 
and Excise Committees of the Legis- 
lature. The amendment’s provision 
vesting “ concurrent power” in the 
Federal Government and the States to 
enforce prohibition by legislation em- 
barks us on a dangerous voyage. Mr. 
Fox gives a glimpse of its possibilities 
when he asks us to imagine what 
would have happened to the amend- 
ment abolishing slavery if that amend- 
‘ment had provided that the power to 
enforce it by appropriate legislation 
should be concurrent, exercised by the 
nation and the States. , 

It is not at. all impossible that a 
State opposed to prohibition might 
enact legislation which would virtually 
neutralize the effect of the amend- 
ment. Whether it does so or not, it 
has the:opportunity. The worst as- 
pect of the provision, however, is that 
ft raises a ghost thought to be laid, 
the. concurrent power of the States 


-with the nation to decide hoW to en- 


force the mandates of the Constitu- 
tion. It was a four years’ war which 
was supposed to have laid that ghost.

GENERAL FOCH’S MESSAGE. 

It was to be expected that General 
Focn, the greatest defensive tactician 
in the French Army, would say, as he 
does in an interview with ad corre- 
spondent. of THe NEw YorK TIMES, 
that the Germans will not break 
through on the western front. In the 
mile, or in any given distance, only 
so many guns of all calibres can be 
used and only 50 many divisions can 
assault. The maximum of artillery 
and shock troops was employed by 
the Germans in one offensive after 
another, from the first battle of the 
Aisne to Verdun, including the 
“drives”’ to shatter the communica- 
tions of the Allies with the coast in 
the Autumn. of 1914, when General 
Focu was in command of the North- 
ern Army as Marshal JorrRe’s trust- 
ed lieutenant. 

“They: will not break through,” 
says General Focu when: asked for 


his opinion about German plans in 


the west. After. Verdun that would 
be the declaration, it may be said, 
of any French soldier from Marshal 
to poilu. General’ Focu puts the case 
very simply, but with sound logic, 
when he says: — 

“We are strong in guns, munitions, 
and airplanes. Our artillery superior- 
ity to the enemy is incontestable, 
Finally, our morale is better than 
ever. On the other hand, the German 
troops have deteriorated since 1914. 
In ‘view of all these things, we wait 
for them without anxiety. 

The deterioration of the German 
troops would naturally result from 
victory so long deferred after - the 
swift advance through Belgium and 
Luxemburg to the Marne that. the 
German Army ceased to believe in 
it at all. On the eve of the battle of 
the Marne General von KLuck amused 
himself in a breathing spell, as he 
sat in. the street of a French village, 
by telling one of the natives that he 
would be in Paris in, forty-eight 
hours. The common soldiers shared 
the confidence of the, great man. 
After the recoil of the Kaiser’s army, 
a splendid organization in those days, 
its psychology became that of the 
champion boxer who has been beaten 
by a better man and is never'sure of 
himself afterward. 

After Jorrre’s unexpected victory 
the Germans resumed .the ‘initiative 


’ from time to time up to the beginning 


of the battle of the Somme, but never 
with the old faith in their superiority.

‘UNITING FOR pWAR WORK. 


The conference icteipans representa- 


tives of labor and capital now sitting: 


at Washington is. designed for ‘the 
adoption of a policy for prevention of 
future. disputes,. and has nothing to 
do with any past dispute. Its con- 
cern is with principles, not with facts, 
for it is rather a legislature than a 
court. Its procedure, therefore, is 
more important than any. one strike, 
for it is to provide a standard by 
which the merits of both strikes and 
lockouts are to be tested. <A confer- 
ence of this sort is obnoxious if it 
degenerates into a combination of 
capital and labor against any faction 
of either, or against the interest of 
the general public, which they both 
serve. The conference will be some- 
thing worse than futile if it results 
in the control of production for the 
sake of raising prices and profits, or 
in the Nmitation of jobs.to any class 
of labor for the sake of an uneconomic 
increase of wages. 

There is work for every worker, be- 
cause there is need of the greatest 
production of all. When’ there are no 
idle or underpaid dollars or men, their 
aggregate earnings are the maximum 
possible, and the production should 
exceed every precedent, even though 
scotes of millions of men have been 
withdrawn from productive labor, and 
although billions of money are asked 
for use in processes of destruction. 
The fate of the world may be seen in 
what is happening in Russia if the 
Bolsheviki of either capital or laber 
are allowed to have their way without 
restraint. The conference at .Wash- 
ington can prevent such a horror for 
the United States by reaching de- 
cisions so wise and moderate that 
they shall command voluntary ac- 
ceptance, or may be adopted by Gov- 
ernment for compulsory. practice 
upon whoever may seek to avoid or 
annul them. ; 

The prospect for such a resylt de- 
pends upon the acceptance of leader- 
ship by both capital and labor. 
Labor’s reproach against capital has 
been that capital has known how to 


mold laws to its interests and how: 


to obey laws in an evasive manner. 
The enforcement of the laws upon the 
strongest and skillfulest of the capi- 
talist trusts has reduced that reproach 
nearly to disappearance. Capital is 
beginning to make the same reproach 
against labor, and _ long ‘has. com- 
plained that labor has broken laws in 
the general interests by methods of 
violence rather than of evasion. ' The 
capitalists will not enter this confer- 
ence with any defense of the trusts 
beyond the point where co-operation 
is beneficial to the consumers of their 
products. Without raking’ up old 
matters, it is cause for regret that 
labor has seen fit to put forward as 
one of its representatives the leader 
of the ship carpenters’ strike, one of 
the chief opponents of Mr. GomPeEnrs. 
It would be a misfortune for labor if 
Mr. HuTCHESON should be able to imi: 
pose upon the conference his position 
that 'the carpenters have a right to 
choose with whom they will ‘work; 
and even that Government or ¢éapital 
séeks to crush the unions by employ- 


ingyany worker satisfied with the con- 


ditions of employment. The country 
needs ships witheut regard to what 
sort of labor-makes them. The de- 
mand for a living wage-is not to be 
confused with the demand that some 
men shall not» be allowed to earn the 
wage agreed to ‘be fair. The disposi- 
tion which the conference shall make 
of this contentious point will decide 
whether or not it was a mistake to 
include Mr. HuTCHEson in the con- 
ference. 

Another stern. duty befofe labor is 
to accept the declaration of the Gov- 
ernment Adjustment Board that “in 
“the present national emergency it is 
“ vitally important that every limita- 
“tion upon output shall be removed.” 
That is asking no more of American 
labor than was granted by the much 
stronger British trade unions as, one 
of the first steps in the war. Within 
thé past few days one of the repre- 
sentative ‘British trade unionists, a 
member of the British Labor Miia 
to this country, said:

Bowman. Chinese Borettaibe and 
‘Jer De ‘Qrimmins Pictures. 


At the Anderson Art .Galleries the A. 
F. Bowman collection of Chinese porce- 
lains is on view prior to the sale begin- 
ning tomorrow. Mr. Bowman formed 
his ceilection in’ the course of. his 
travels, acquiring good pieces from 
such’ collections as the -Melnikoff, the 
Duke of Suthefland’s, Hamilton Palace, 
&c.. There are many specimens de- 
lightful in color and fine in form, rang- 
ing over. many -periods .and types of 
glaze. An amphora of’ white. porcelain 
with a decoration of imperial five- 
clawed dragons in peach bloom, monnt- 
ed on a carved ivory stand representing 
dragons each with claws resting on a 
ball, is ohe of the particular prizes of 
the collection; which includes about 500 
numbers. 

On -the third floor are the. paintings 
belonging to the John D. Crimmins es- 
tate. Nearly. all of them are pictures 
that, appeal to the old-fashioned taste 
for stories told in paint, but in’ several 
the stories and the Painting are excep- 
tionally good. A group of bathers by 
Diaz is a charming bit of composition, 
rich and tender in color; the Munkacsy 
interiors are in the best vein of an 
artist remarkably gifted and of great 
distinction in craftsmanship. The 
Girard, ‘‘ Fleurs tout frais,’’ is one of 
the scrupulously painted French street 
Scenes that have their own charm in 
illustrating. the fascination of the city, 
and a Jean Beraud, has the same at- 
tractiveness, with a more polished and 
clever. style. 

The great attraction of ‘the collection 
is the George Inness ‘Off the Coast 
of Cornwall,’”’ painted’‘iri the artist’s 
sixty-second year, with all the gusto 
and courage of a youthful hand and 
with the fine reserves and implications 
of long experience. The subject is a 
wild day on the Cornish coast, the wind 
sending black clouds. scudding across a 
whimpering sky, the dark Crags rising 
ominously at the left above the churn- 
ing green water, and in the middle dis- 
tance a sail of reddish orange rising 
like a tongue of flame from the smoky 
grays ang blues. In the foreground 
are figures subdued to the general tone. 
The picture is orie of passion and in- 


tegrity, a remarkably fine example, 
none the less desirable because it does 
not fit easily into a classified list of 
Inness subjects. Whoever’ owns the 
finest pf the ‘‘ typical ’* Innesses should 
own this also, precisely because it is not 
typical in the ordinary sense of the 
word, but shows how a great painter 
can command an unfamiliar subject 
when it awakens his enthusiasm.

‘There has not been-sufficient discussion, * 
and the fundamentals of port planning | 
are not popularly understood. 

My views have not. changed, but war 
“eonditions have made possible the ca- 
ordirtation of heretofore antagonistic | 
factors in New Jersey and Soiith: Brook- 
lyn, so) that I am now placing the. ac- 
cent on the adaptation of existing facili-, 
ties, to present war needs. 

Ordinarily people go in and out of the 
front door of'a theatre, but in an emer- 
gency there are @ dozen unpretentious 
back exits’ available for the crowd. 
Similarly, to avoid war congestion the 
back railroads andwater terminals of 
the’ port should be availed of and ex- 
panded now. Aside from lack of ships,’ 
existing congestion is primarily due to 
the fact that the railroad terminals at 
tidewater are insufficient for ‘war .pur- 

8, and cannot be expanded quickly 
encugh for. these uses. Their too ex- 
clusive use for war shipments will preju- 
dice their commercial use, which can- 
not be segregated from war use. This 
is a most serious point for our citizens 
toffemember. War business ‘will have 
the right/of way regardless of what 


raw material supplies. We must ‘co- 
operate with the Government to quickly 
expand the port's facilities or expect to 
be excluded from them. 

Thirty to fifty miles outside of the 
Port in New Jersey, New York, Con- 
necticut, and Long Island the railroad 
lifes can be tapped and expanded into 
local switch-yard terminals tor the fol- 
lowing uses: 

“L Cars can be held. at cidade outside 
terminals for delivery at the port’s main 
terminals without adding’ to congestion 
there. 

2. Transfers can be made to. motor 
‘trucks and freight taken either inte the 
city or to the main terminals, or to the 
ships. ch 

8. Transfers can be made direct. from 
rail to lighter in the Passaic, Hacken- 
sack, and Hudson valleys, and at points 
on. Long Island Sound, or the irensfer 
may be madé indirectly => motor truck. 
to Hghter on thesc waters from 
further inland. 

4. Ships can and should more. gen- 
erally be loaded at moorings in; mid- 
stream from lighters alongside. -This 
will be in conformity, with the practice 
abread. Munitions are s0 loaded in the 
lower bay, now. 

5. Open or inclosed storage can be 
quickly and cheaply furnished at re. 
proposed outlying terminals, 

6. The main highways leading into’ the 
port from all sides should be put in order 
and so maintained. The terminal im- 
provements planned by General Goethals 
for the Newark meadows, South Brodk- 
lyn, and the opposite Bayonne shore, 
together with the New Jersey railroad 
terminal integration. at and back ‘of 
the Hudson River waterfront, so far 
as published, indicate a comprehensive 
port plan and policy which will ad- 
mirably fit into the permanent port 
plan. As these plans are developed it is 
to be hoped that full publicity may be 
given them, 80 that they shall becomes 
anchored and fixed in public, opinion. 

But, after all, 
lost sight of that New York is the. only 
great seaport divided into.two parta by 
an unbridged and untunneled waterway. 
All other ports are situated about the 


easily bridged, so that their several 
| parts * can be tied together by @ series 
of railroad loops connecting all the ear-' 
riers, docks, warehouses, and factories.

Rare Books from Robinson Library 
and Elsewhere Bring $19,663. 


Rare books. from the library of the 
late Mark P. Robinson of Honolulu and 
from other consignors were sold at the 
‘Anderson Galléeries last evening. The 
226 lots brought a total of $19,663,75. 
The highest price, $5,880, was paid by 
George Smith, for Catalogue No. 
105, the complete original autograph 
manuscript of Lord Byron's “ Sarda- 
napalus.’ ‘It.is. written in ink on 156 
quarto and follo pages. On the last 
page is this ‘note in syron’ s handwrit- 
ing, dated Ravenna, May 27: 

Memo,—I bégan this. drama on the 13th 
January, 1821, and continued the first two 
acts very slowly and at long intervals. 
The three last. acts were written since the 
18th of May, 1821, (this present month)— 
that is to say, in a fortnight. ’

TALLEST CATHOLIC BisHoP 


Former Vicar General , Succeeded 
Archbishop Ryan Upon. His 


Death In 1919. 
—_—————__—. 


Rev. Edmond Francis Prendergast, 
Archbishop of Philadelphia, died at the 
archiepiscopal residence. here tonight of 
diabetes: ‘He was stricken on Dec. 15, 
last, and had been confined to his bed 
virtually ever since... He was in his 
seventy-fifth year. 


Born fn Clonmell, ‘Tipperary, Ireland, 
on May 5, 1843, Edmond. Francis Pren-' 
dergast. came to. this country in his: 
seventeenth year,’ and six years later, 
in. the very cathedral in which. he later: 
received the news of his elevation ,to 
an Archbishopric, he was ordained a 
priest of the Roman Gatholic Church 
upon the completion of his course at 
the ecclesiastical seminary of ‘St. 
Charles Borromeo,’ Philadelphia. 

He served fh various charges in East-' 
ern PennsylVania; and in 1874 he was. 
made rectof of St. Maiachy’s Church, 
Philadelphia, of which he remained the 
nominal rector until 1911, when he be- 
came Archbishop. In February, 1897, 
he was cénsecrated Auxiliary Bishop of: 
the Archdiocese of Philadelphia as an 
aid to Archbishop Ryan, who, three 
years later, appointed the new Bishop 
the archdfocese to take 
effect at the death of the, Archbishop. 

After the’ death of Archbishop Ryan, 
during, the time Bishop Prendergast was 
administering the affairs of the arch- 
diocese, news came from Rome that he 
had been lo gg to succeed his su- 
perigr, who died Feb. 11, 1910. His 
appointment caused great surprise in 
Rome, as it was generally understood 
and expected, both in ecclestiastical and 
lay circles there, that Mgr, Kennedy, the 
rector of the American College in Rome, 
briny be chosen Archbishop, 

As Metropolitan of Pennsylvania, 
ay chbiatee rendergast was superior to 
five Suffragan Bishops, whose sees were 
in Pittsburgh, Scranton, Altoona, and 
Harrisburg. Once seen, Archbishop 


He was probably the tallest prelate of 
the Catholic Church in this country. 
’ Archbishop Prendergast was the third 
Archbishop of Philadelphia and seventh 
in the series of prelates who_have_ oc- 
cupied the See established by Pope Pius 
VIII, in 1 hen he was Auxiliary 

Bishop, Archbishop Prendergast had the 
title of Bishop of Scillio. He had also 
held the office of Vicar General.

On: July 21, 1914, Mr. Gunther, who 
was Secretary of the American Lega- 
tion in Christiania, was a guest on

The 
Harbor Master of Christiania requested 
the Pauline to change her: anchorage, 
the space being reserved for the Ger- 
man Emperor’s yacht Meteor.. It was 
charged at the time that Mr. Gunther 
struck the Harbor Master and’ knocked 
This was denied by Mr. 
Gunther. The incident. was closed on 
Aug. 5, when the American Minister to 
Norway apologized to the Norwegian 
Foreign Office and Mr. Gunther wrote 
an apology to the Harbor Master. 

Mr. Gunther is 33-yeargs old, and has 
been in the diplomatic service for «ten 
years. He served at Managua, Lisbon, 
Rio de Janeiro, Paris and Christiania 
before going to London:

TO REDISTRICT ALDERMEN. 


Republicans Plan. Balliwicks Agree- 
ing ‘with Those of Assembly. 
The’ Néw York Republican County 
Committee sent to Albany last night 
the bill to reapportion the Aldermanic 
districts of the city. “The committee ex- 
pects the bill to be passed at the present 
session of the Legislature, as it’ is 
strictly 4 party measure. Thp new ap- 
portionment is designed to reduce the 
number of Aldermen from 69 to 68, and 
to divide the city into_ much aimee 

Aldermanic districts. 

The new districts are to be as nearly 
co-terminous with the Assembly dis- 
tricts as possible. The number of Alder- 
men will remain the same in all the bor- 
oughs except the Bronx, where the 
number will be reduced from‘ 9 to 8: 
The. wiping out of this district is 
designec to affect the Socialist vote 
there, as the district-is heavily, Socialist 
at present. 

In Brooklyn the- various Aldermanic 
districts will follow exactly the same 
lines as the Assembly districts with the 
excepticn of one Assembly. district in 
East New York which will contain two 
Aldermanic districts. Brooklyn, there- 
fore, will have twenty-four Aldermanic 
and twenty-three Assembly districts. 
The Bronx will have eight Aldermanic 
anc eight Assembly districts, Queens 
will have six of each. ‘while Richmond 
will have three Aldermanic and two As- 
sembly districts. In Manhattan last 
year’s reapportionmént-will be discarded 
entirely and all the Aldermanic districts 
will be made co-terminous with the As- 
sembly districts. There will also be 
three Aldermanic districts in ‘each 
Senatorial district.

- The Piping Rock decision was an- 
nounced by Frahk Bryan of the Na» 
tional Steeplechase and Hunt Associa- 
tion,. who’ on Monday made public the 
ftand of the Rockaway Hunting Club.

SHOEMAKER IS DEFEATED. 


Beaten in Snooker Match at Doyle’s 
by Roy Johnson, 125 to 122. 


J. Howard Shoemaker, consjdered to 
be the greatest exponent of snooker 
pool in this country, met with the first 
@efeat which has ever been registered 
against him inthe handicap tournament 
at John Doyle’s Academy last night.

10 AVOID RIVALRY 


Reserve Board Frowns on Com- 
petition for Deposits, Bring- 
ing Higher Interest Rates. 


FEARS DISTURBING. LOANS 


Harding Declares Practice Might 
Promote Rather Than. Check 
inflationary Tendencies.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—Competition | B 
for money has developed so keenly, ac- 
cording to reports coming to the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board, that banking 
centres: are engaging in practices to in- 
crease deposits, which, sooner or later, 
may lead to conditions radically. sub- 
versive of the purpose of the resérve 
system. The. situation is described as 

sporadic, but, nevertheless, growing 
more extensive from week to week, 

The race for resources, stimulated by 
the unprecedented demands imposed by 
the requirements of war finance, has 
impelled banks here and there to offer 
higher rates of interest on deposit bal- 
arces. As a result large commercial 
firms are depositing. outside their im- 
mediately tributary reserve districts in 
order to tain the difference in the 
rate of in’ t. At present, according 
to Reserve Board officers, the practice 
is in its infancy and serious.results have 
not developed, . 

It is said, however, that unless checks 
are imposed upon the demand for money 
to take up Treasury certificates and 
eventually to/sulgcribe to the next issue 
of Liberty bonds the interest rate: may 
be so increased as to unsettle and un- 
balance the adequate distribution of re- 
serves throughout the country, and re- 
store the coriditions that existed before 
the creation of the reserve system. 

Governor W. P. G. Harding, speaking 
to@ay for the .Federal Reserve Board, 
said that it was not just now clear 
what remedy was at hand to apply to 
the correction of the practice complained 
of, but that sooner or later there would 
necessarily be some action to maintain 
the integrity and ievel of money re- 
serves throughout the country. Governor 
Harding said: 

‘“*'The Federal Reserve Board regrets 
exceedingly to learn of the disposition 
evidenced by banks in various sections 
of. the country to increase rates of in- 
terest allowed on deposits. It is un- 
fortunate that any pank or group of 

banks should undertake, especially at 
the present time, to increase deposits by 

unusual inducements in the 
way of interest, and it follows that any 
aggressive steps, which may be taken 
by any bank to increase its deposits at 
the expense of other banks will ubt- 
less be met by protective measufes on 
the part of banks whose business is 
subjected to attack. 

“The board does not believe that the 
inducement of a higher rate of interest 
on deposits will bring any more real 
money into the banks, and it feels that 
the result of a general increase in the 
interest rate on deposits will be either 
an added burden to borrowers in the 
shape of higher interest and discount 
rates, or the bringing about of condi- 
tions which would put the banking busi- 

ness upon an unprofitable basis, there- 
by weakening our entiré banking struc- 


ture. 

“The loans and deposits of banks have 
increased enormously during the last 
three years, and it would seem to be the 
part: of wisdom for the banks to under- 
take to place themselves in a position to 
continue to aid the Government in -its 
financial operations by curtailing un- 

necessary credits and by encouraging 
their depositors to buy Treasury certifi- 
cates and Government bonds, even 
though there be some shrinkage in their 
deposits as a consequence. Banks should 
remember. that when deposits are re- 
duced, reserves are released. Reckless 
competition for deposits, supported by 
high interest. rates, will tend to force 
the Government to pay high er rates, 
thereby imposing additional burdens on 
the people, and any forced and artificial 

expansion of banking credits will pro- 
mote rather than check inflationary ten- 
dencies, which should be guarded against 
at the present time. 

“There does not seem to be any de- 
mand on the part of depositors for in- 
‘creased rates on interest on their bal- 
ances, and the board wishes it under- 
stood that it does not favor any move- 
ment. to increase these rates, and that 
it will do all in its power to ‘discourage 
it. It sincerely hopes that these banks 
which have unduly advanced their rates 
will consider well the consequences in- 
volved, and that-they will, as far as pos- 
sible, do their part toward — 

rates to the former level.’’
